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As  this  Folio  goes  to  press,  the  American  Psychological  Association  is  winding  up  its  huge 
convention  in  San  Francisco.  This  is  the  Association's  sixty-third  annual  meeting;  it  comes  to 
to  the  West  Coast  about  every  tenth  year.  Research  papers,  addresses,  and  panel  talks  have 
been  heard  from  more  than  a  thousand  psychologists,  among  them  the  most  distinguished  in 
in  the  country.  Several  thousands  more  have  crowded  into  San  Francisco  to  hear  them. 
Subjects  treated  extend  from  animal  learning  to  psychological  aesthetics;  they  include  the 
gifted  child  and  the  delinquent  child;  alcoholism,  psychopathology,  and  a  survey  of  "100 
normal  American  males";  the  role  of  personality  in  political  partisanship,  higher  education, 
and  religious  belief;  dream  imagery,  brain  damage,  stimulus  and  response,  white  rats;  tests, 
methods,  theories,  and  interprofessional  problems.  (One  talk  that  caught  our  fancy  concerns 
the  performance  of  cats  on  the  double  alternation  problem.)  The  meetings  have  been  widely 
reported  in  the  newspapers,  and  our  listeners  have  no  doubt  developed  a  good  deal  of 
curiosity  about  them. 

KPFA  has  recorded— is  still  recording  as  this  is  written— a  small  fraction  of  this  conference 
on  tapes,  but  even  a  small  fraction  comes  to  a  lot.  We  hope  that  the  meetings  we  have  chosen, 
including  such  things  as  a  symposium  on  the  effects  of  mass  media  on  children,  and  the  special 
address  of  the  Association's  guest,  J.  Robert  Oppenheimer,  will  prove  to  be  representative  of 
the  convention  and  of  wide  interest  to  KPFA's  audience.  This  material  seems  to  provide  a 
good  opportunity  to  try  an  experiment  which  we  have  considered  for  a  long  time.  While 
the  conference  is  still  timely,  still  on  our  listeners'  minds  and  on  our  own,  we  shall  broadcast 
as  many  talks  as  possible  in  a  short  time.  This  experiment  in  broadcasting  density  should 
catch  something  of  the  intensity  and  concentration  of  the  conference,  even  some  of  its  unpre- 
dictability—for programs  have  been  scheduled  before  being  heard.  We  want  to  mention  that 
since  the  scheduling  had  to  be  done  before  the  opening  of  the  convention,  from  the  printed 
program,  we  may  have  to  change  and  substitute.  And  of  course,  future  Folios  may  include 
additional  programs  from  this  source.

THE  MYSTERY  OF  THE  EMPTY  SHIP-Because  of  technical  defects  in  the  recording,  the 
last  installment  of  "The  Mystery  of  the  Empty  Ship",  originally  scheduled  for  September  2, 
was  not  broadcast.  It  has  now  been  rescheduled  for  Wednesday,  Sept.  21,  at  9:15. 

CANTERBURY  TALES-The  BBC's  dramatization  of  Geoffrey  Chaucer's  Canterbury  Tales, 
one  of  the  most  popular  of  KPFA's  programs  when  broadcast  previously,  will  begin  a  new  run 
on  Sunday  evening,  September  18  at  8:30.  The  second  part  will  be  heard  the  following 
Sunday,  also  at  8:30,  and  the  rest  will  be  scheduled  in  forthcoming  Folios. 
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NOTES  ON  THE  OPERATION 
STAFF  APPOINTMENTS-The  positions  of  Program  Director  and  Production  Director  of 
KPFA  have  just  recently  been  filled.  Eleanor  Moore,  the  station's  new  Program  Director,  has 
been  with  KPFA  since  its  origin.  Formerly  a  program  producer  for  NBC,  she  was  the  station's 
first  program  director,  and  subsequently  spent  several  years  as  Vice  Chairman  of  Pacifica 
Foundation,  aiding  in  the  financial  and  administrative  work  of  the  project.  Charles  Levy 
joined  the  station's  staff  in  1952.  In  addition  to  being  KPFA's  chief  announcer,  he  has  pro- 
duced programs,  edited  the  Folio,  and  taken  part  in  other  phases  of  the  station's  operation. 
He  now  becomes  KPFA's  Production  Director. 

In  this  connection,  the  reader  may  note  some  shifting  around  of  the  program  schedule 
in  the  next  few  Folios.  A  check  through  the  Folio  is  advised  to  make  sure  that  specific  pro- 
grams are  being  broadcast  at  their  accustomed  time. 

HELP  FOR  THE  CONTROL  ROOM-As  many  listeners  are  aware,  KPFA  depends  a  great 
deal— both  on  the  air  and  behind  the  scenes— on  the  help  of  volunteers.  Knowing  our  constant 
financial  harassment,  hundreds  of  people  have  proven  valuable  to  us  in  help  with  office  work, 
program  production,  and  technical  matters.  A  considerable  part  of  the  actual  operation  of 
the  control  board  is  done  by  volunteers,  and  the  station  now  needs  additional  help  here.  Our 
Chief  Engineer  will  be  glad  to  explain  to  anyone  interested  the  nature  of  the  work  involved, 
and  for  those  accepted  he  is  prepared  to  offer  time  in  training  and  guidance  before  the  first 
"solo  flight".  Although  technical  knowledge  is  not  an  initial  requirement,  a  technical  turn  of 
mind,  perhaps  an  interest  in  audio  engineering  or  amateur  radio,  would  help  qualify  one  for 
this  work.  Operators  should  be  prepared  to  put  on  at  least  one  three-hour  shift  per  week. 
We  would  be  glad  to  hear  from  those  who  feel  that  they  have  some  of  that  hard-to-define 
temperament  that  drives  people  to  a  career  in  radio  engineering.
